They never heard 
of a dog being infatuated with lavender 
water, or patchouli, or Kau dc Cologne; 
ho rather reveled in the smells which 
to men were a source of unfcigncd.lior- 
ror ami disgust.

Let it boil fully tun minutes, 


and when nearly cold add half a pint o' 
spirits of turpentine. When you use it 
put very little on a rag, anil rub the 
article you wish to clean well with it 
until it becomes bright, and then polish 
with a leather dipped in powdered bath- 
brick. 
Unless yon use bath-brick it 


soou tarnishes, but bath-brick preserved 
the polish.

The malady is popularly know« 
by a very old Saxon name, "rot," and 
is in reality due to. the presence in the 
liver and hepatic canals of numbers of 
the Distoma hepaticwn, a trematode 
entozoon, as .well as the Distoma ianceo- 
latum, also amcmberof the same order. 
These eutozoa, from their resemblance 
to the fish called " flukes," have re- 
ceived the same name, and have a par- 
ticular predilection for 
the 
biliary 


apparatus, whose function they more or 
less destroy, and thus lead to the slow- 
death of the sheep or other animals 
they may infest. 
After wot seasons, 


animals which have been pastured on 
tainted land are certain to sull'er, from 
their having ingested with tho herbao-e 
the ova of the Distoma. Pastures are, 
tainted by " nuke" infested sheep, 
which pass the mature worms or their 
ova with the fiecea, and these lodge on 
or are washed into the ground. The 
worms, of course, die, and the ova with- 
in them are liberated; and these, to- 
gether with the free ova, appear to 
have not only a strong vital resistance 
to meteorological alternations, but also 
the good fortune to find a ready and 
acceptable intermediary host in the

snail common everywhere, and particu- 
larly on wet land. This snail becomes 
possessed of a number of ova in its 
interior, and during damp weather it 
crawls from its breeding-place in the 
ground up the stalks of grass and herb- 
age, and is swallowed by the sheep or 
other herbivorous animals when they 
are grazing. 
Received at first into the 


stomach, tlie ova undergo partial devel- 
opment, and then find their way into* 
the biliary canals. 
If their number is 


considerable, when they have attained 
their full growth they dilate and ob- 
struct these canals the walls of which 
become considerably thickened. Dur- 
ing their development the secretion of 
bile becomes gradually diminished, and 
that fluid is-viscid, like mucus, and al- 
tered in color; at the same time the 
parenchyma of the liver becomes atro-

Thu Dislomn kc/mti- 
cum has long been known to exist in 
the horse and ass, when they were al- 
lowed to pasture on unclean hind durim* 
wet seasons.

Salt appears to be an excellent and 


well known prophylactic ugcnt, and 
even a curative one when the disease 
lias not made much progress. 
This 


beneficial action of sodium chloride has 
been known almost from lime imme- 
morial, and the freedom from " rot" of 
sheep which have been pastured on 
salt marshes has beeu also recon-nined 
for centuries. 


The tloah of sheep which have been 


affected with this verminous disease 
cannot be said to lie positivi'lv ilaiigur- 
ous as food, though it must, be i/ivTitlv 
reduced in nutritive properties, as well 
as iu quality. The human being may 
receive ami harbor tlie Distoni:i,":i fact 
worthy of remembrance. The present 
mortality is likely to render sheep 
scarce and expensive in this country for 
some time, und"still further darken thu 
prospects of our agriculturists. ---Lunccl.

So-Called Founder. 


In the beginning of the disease re- 


move the shoes, 'and rasp down till) 
heels and edges around the hoof, so 
that the bearing of the animal's weight 
comes entirely on the sole and frog;

Ford is no more,- death having closed hi-: 
life at about 5 o'clock tills morning. He 
had not been in rugged health for some 
time, but has been able to be about, and 
to attend tolhis business as usual until 
two or three weeks ago, when he was 
stricken down with typhoid-pneumonia 
and although friends have given the ton-' 
derestcare, and physicians the best of

He purchase 
the water-power and site of the Big Mill 
and erected thereon the present improve- 
ments, consisting of a mill, postolliee, etc 
For two years he was President of tin 
Janesville Cotton Manufactory, and was 
interested in other manufacturing am 
commercial enterprises.

B. F. Crossett, of this city.
